27. (Previously Presented) An apparatus according to claim 26, wherein the RJ-1 1 port 
comprises an RJ-1 1 port on a computer modem board, wherein the detection circuit detects that 
the RJ-1 1 connector is received from end user equipment, and wherein the control circuit 
configures the RJ-1 1 port as a subscriber line interface circuit (SLIC) port to interface to the end 
user equipment. 

28. (Previously Presented) An apparatus according to claim 27, wherein the detection circuit 
detects that the RJ-1 1 connector is received from a telephone, and the control circuit configures 
the RJ-1 1 port as a SLIC port to interface to the telephone,

comprises an RJ-1 1 port on a computer modem board, wherein the detection circuit detects that
